TH B ANTECEDENTS O r TH E TWO C A N D ID A T E . 


H orace Greeley was born to poverty^ 
educated himself in a printing office.^ Prosi- 


dent G rant, fortunate in early patronage, be­ 
cam e a cadet at West Point, and was educated 
at the public expense. 
One start***! with noth­ 
ing but industry and a character; the other 
started with a military commission. 
One was 
trained as a civilian, the other as a soldier.— 
H orace Greeley stood forth us a reformer and 
an abolitionist. 
President G rant enlisted as 
a pro-slavery Democrat, and ut the election of 
Jam es Buchanan, fortified by his vote all the 
pretensions of slavery, including the Dred 
Scott decision. 
Horace Greeley from early 
lite was earnest ami constant ag’si slavery, full 
of sympathy with tin* colored race, and always 
foremost In the great battle f*»r their rights. 
President G rant, except as a soldier, sum m on­ 
ed by the terrible accident of w ar, never did 
anything against slavery nor has he ut any 
time showu any nymputhy with tile colored 
race. 
H orace Greeley earnestly desired that 
the colored citizens should vote, and ably 
cham pioned im partial suffrage; but President 
G rant was on the other side. 


ANOTHER CONTRAST. 


Beyond these contrasts, which are market]. 


A m ong th** antecedents I deem it my duty 
lo mention the little capacity of industry *>f 
tile President in protecting colored people am I 
in assuring peace at th** South. 
Nobody can 
doubt that a small j tort Ion of tho effort and 
earnest will, even without the lobbying, so 
freely given to the San Domingo scheme, 
would have averted those Ku-Khtx outrages 
which we deplore, so that there would have 
boon no pretense for further legislation bv 
Congress. 
But lie was disabled, 
both by 
character and the drawback of hi. own con­ 
duct. 
After violating th** Constitution and 
International law to Insult the black Republic, 
ami setting an exam ple of insubordination, lie 
was not in a condition to rebuke law-breakers. 


TUE TWO CONVENTIONS CON IR AST ED. 


Second—Passing from 
“ antecedent*,” I 
com e now to the present |H»sitlon of tin* two 
candidates, which is lite subject of jo u r next 
inquiry. 
lf in any former particulars the two are on 
an equality, yet, in all substantial re peels, tin* 
obvious advantage is with Horace Greeley. - 
Each was nom inated bv a reform Convention 
it cannot be forgotten that Horace Greeley ii j - one at Cincinnati ami the other at Phila.lel- 
u iK*rso» of large heart and largo understand 
ing, trained to the support of hum an rights, 
always lienetleient with the poor, always ready 
for any good cause, ami never deferred by op- 
|K»sition or reproach, as when for long years 
lie befriended your i>oople. 
Add to these 
qualities conspicuous in his life, untiring in­ 
dustry, which leaves no moment without its 
fruit, abundant political knowledge, acquain­ 
tance with history, the instinct an*I grasp of 
statesm anship, on amiable nature, a m agnani­ 
mous soul, and, above all, an honesty which 
no suspicion has touched, and you have a brief 
portraiture. 
These are the antecedents of 
Horace Greeley. 
Few of these things appear 
in the President. 
His great success in war 
ami the honors he has won cannot change the 
record of his conduct toward jo u r people, es­ 
pecially in contrast with the lifetime fidelity of 
his com petitor; while then* ar**, unhappily, 
antecedents showing that in the prosecution 
of his plans Le cires nothing for the colored 
race. 


CHANT’S OUTRAGE ON HAYTI.

reiving the idea of annexing Dominica, which 
is the Spanish part of the island, and d rin k ­ 
ing at nothing, he liegan bv c itin g the war 
powers of the Government, In flagrant viola­ 
tion of the Constitution, and then, at great 
expenditure of money, 
sent several armed 
ships of the navy. Including monitors, to m ain­ 
tain the usurper Bai*z In power. that through 
him hi* m ight obtain the coveted prize 
Not 
m tent with this audacious dictatorship he 
pr*Hassled to -trike at the inde|K iideiH*e of the 
black republic in open m enace of w ar, and ab 
without the sanction of Congress, to whleh I" 
•mmitted the w ar m aking power. 
Sailing 
into the hart mr of P ort-an-Prl tiro with our 
st |H)werful monitor, the Dictator, prop*‘Gy 
named for this -ervice, also the frigut** Severn 
con-set, and other Monitor* in their train, 
lite Admiral, acting under instructions from 
W ashington, proceeded to tin* Kx*'cu*ive Mull­ 
ion uccompaii.i* I by th * officers of his squad­ 
ron, aiul then (Bunting to the great wur-ships 
in sight from the w indows, dealt bis men ice 
d war, threatening to f ink o r ca|ftur** llay- 
ian shi|»s. 
Tin* President was block, not 
w hite. 
Tin* Admiral w ould have done no such 
thing to any white ruler, nor would our corni­ 
ly have tolerate ! such menace from any gov­ 
ernm ent iu the world. 


MENACING TUE BLACK REEUBIJC. 


H ere was indignity, iiot only to tin* Mack 
republic, with its |H*pulati**n of MHU on, but 
to tin* African race everywhere, ami e.speeialh 
in our own country. Nor dbl-ii end her**. For 
m onths the navy cf the United States was 
hovering on tho coast, keeping that instilled 
I ample iii constant anxiety, 
while President j 
G rant was to them a hawk sailing iii the air, 
and really to swoop ilium his prey. 
This 
heartless, cruel p ro cw liu g found si victim 
am ong our white fellow-citizens. 
An excel­ 
lent m erchant of Connecticut, praised by ail 
who knew him, was piling***! into prison by 
Baez, where he was immured Is-cause it was 
feared he would w rit*- against the treaty of an ­ 
nexation, und tins captivity was prolonged 
with th** connivance of two ugents of the 
Prescient, one of whom is found constantly 
with him ami is part of the military ring im­ 
mediately about hint. 
That such an outrage 
could go unpunished shows the little regard of 
tire PreBtdent for hum an rights whether iii 
white or Mack. 
I confess my trial as I w as 
called to witness these tilings. 
Always a stip- 
im rter of the Adm inistration amt sincerely de­ 
icing to hi bor with it, I had never uttered a 
word with regard to it except iu kindness. My j 
early opposition to th** treaty of annexation 
was reserved, so that for some tim e my opin- 1 
ions were unknown. 
It was only w hen I saw j

The James W. Baldwin hoisted her colors in 
hocor of the event, and when the Neversink 
steamed out of the creek she was greeted by 
tile ringing of bells and shrieks of the steam 
whistled of the various crafts along the wharf.

Use of Art Entertainm ents. 
Before we submit ourselves to tho enchant­ 
ments odored by Prof. Cromwell’s Art Enter­ 
tainments, let us consider some of the grounds 
of rational enjoy m n t to be anticipated. 
Ruskin says that “ it is not good for m in 
to live among what Is most beautiful, and that 
to allow 'nim habitually to jhissoss, in any 
kind whatsoever, tin* utmost that eartli can 
give, is tile surest way to cast him into lassi­ 
tude or discontent.” 
Ou this principle Hie proverbial indifference 
of tile inhabitants of regions ju stly celebrated 
for wonderful beauty or associations of sur­ 
passing historic interest is easily accounted 
tor. 
And on the contrary, became so few of us 
liavo tieeu or can lioiH* to go abroad, 
these 
beautiful pictures of scenery, with Isolated 
lakes, mountains and streams, 
the haunts 
and hornet of genius, anil worth, and royalty, 
the wonderful s|>ociinens of ancient, medieval 
and modem architecture, and tho glorious 
statues of classic 
antiquity—these ail 
by 
their rarity, no less than by their respective 
Intrinsic merit, charm us even beyond our im­ 
aginations. 
In the series of entertainments running 
through from six to ten evenings, one may iu 
some sense make Hie grand tour of European 
travel, skirting also utsm that border of Africa 
in which the most startling and interesting 
remains of the old civilizations exist, and also 
threading in and out among the tombs of pro­ 
phets and kings of the Jews, an i the peculiarly 
and essentially holy place; of the Holy Land. 
All this, with tile least p risible trouble and 
fatigue; for Prof. Cromwell has the excellent 
good sense and taste to sto^ before ordinary 
vision or attention flags or wearies, or the 
memory Is overtasked iu its delightful efforts 
to preserve these visions of an hour and a half 
or two hours, for tho refreshment of subse­ 
quent years. 
To young persons especially, 
aud to tile untraveled and unread individuals 
of all liis audiences, Prof. C.’s happy uud clear 
explanations of the pictures are indeed most 
helpful; .sometimes, with felicitous skill,silence 
is the only accompaniment to the appearance 
of some transcending view, or of a one exquis­ 
ite statue -of workmanship most like Divine. 
In th# department of statuary these repro­ 
ductions of the camera are eminently satisfac­ 
tory; sometimes In addition to th o r native 
whiteness, by ingenious arrangements or col­ 
ored lights, tho pictured marbles grow rosy, 
soft Hustled, as with a sudden Inspiration of 
life, though ordinarily they are shown with 
the simple, severe effect in which alone the 
ancient artists appealed for reoognitiou of 
their highest touches—the resuit of sculptured 
light and shade. 
So also in tho exhibitions of architecture 
the camera restores correctness of form aud 
proportions alone; the adornments of gems 
uud colored marbles and precious stones, gold 
and silver, are left like the sunshine over all, 
to the imagination of the bol)older. 
We miss Hie effect of color most in the oth­ 
erwise admirable aud enchanting views of 
landscapes, lakes and mountain*. 
Perhaps 
we are content with the Coliseum becsuse we 
find it is truly “ by moonlight.” un I with Mel­ 
rose Abbey for the same reason, and because 
we have been thus taught; but one sighs for 
the green gleams of the Emerald Isle, and the 
awful Alpine pink* we want should burn and 
glow aud dazzle as they do in reality. Howev­ 
er, let us be content that something should bo 
left out, 
We know there are some 94,0011 
statues bt the department of sculpture in the 
gallery of the Vatican alone, but none, we are 
assured, surpass the L aw iou aud tho Venus 
de Medici, ami a few others shown iu these 
entertainments. 
Therefore we say again, to stay-at-home 
people or taste, and to those seeking instruc­ 
tion and hints of tho very best works of an­ 
cient and modern art in sculpture and archi­ 
tecture, these entertainments afford unexcell­ 
ed opportunities for entertainment and knowl­ 
edge. 
In all particulars these pictures seem 
well chosen, admirably taken, uttd so re-pro- 
duced as uot to seem empty representations, 
but actual existences, each alter its kind pure­ 
ly enjoyable to the healthy and cultivated taste 
and imagination.
